Their Behaviour ſince their Committment, whether through the ſence of their Guilt, or 
their Apprehevfion of the Puniſhment that hangs over it, has (as in good Reafon ) been 
very Melancholy ; and, though feen by none but their Keepers, they are obſerved to be 
much dejetted, 

On Thurſday night about ei of the Clock, four of the Captains were (under ſtro 
Guard) carryed before a ſele&t tee of Lords ofthe Privy Counſel, and continued ſome 
time before them under Examination - and on Fridey about 11 in the forenoon three more 
Captains and the Agent, under the Cuſtody of their Keepers in ſeveral Coaches, were had 
before the Committee of the Privy Council alſo z and after Examination were remanded back 
ro their fo:mer Cloſe Confinement, and they all continue now in the Preſs Yard, in ſeveral 
Rooms apart, without permiſſion of Acceſs to'em by any Perſon of what Quality ſoever. 

It is not doubted but this Inſurrection has ſome Farther Ground and Original then their 
Bare Refuſal of obeying His Majeſties Commands, in their intended Tranſportment to Hol- 
lands for to theHonour ofthat Nation,of which that Regimentis moſtly compoſed, though they 
have been much complain'd of for their Rudnefs, and Misdemenours in moſt parts, wherever 
rhey Quartered : However, they have had the Reputation of that true Courage, which is 
Juſtly their Due. And therefore, as it could not be any Diſguſt againſt that Vigorous Ser- 
vice they muſt expect in the Dutch Cauſe, againſt ſo Formidable an Enemy as the French 
that made them mutiny 3 it is not to be queſtion'd, but there has been other Engines and 
Bellows at Work, among(t their Ring-Leaders, that blew up theſe late Coals amongſt themz 
which lyes now under Inquiry. | 
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
